You may wish 
to have someone from your staff get in touch with Keaney 
to see if he wants to have Senator Sparkman pursue this 
course. Incidentally, we recall--but can find no written 
record of--a similar request for this estimate last year. 

We think the DCI offered 
a briefing but not the estimate itself.
